A message from the Governor, by Mr. Deloach, his private 
Secretary: i 
Mr. SPEAKER, i 


l am directed by the Governor, to lay before the House, & 
‘communication in writing. 
And he then withdrew. 
Which communication is as follows, viz: 


Fellow- Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

THE duties of the Executive Department 
having so recently devolved upon me, by the death 
of our venerable Governor, it cannot be expected 
that I would be able to give you much information 
as to the condition of the State; infact, you, gentle- 
men, coming from different parts of the country, 
being the immediate representatives of the people, 
are better acquainted with their wants and griev- 
ances than I can possibly be; and I have uo doubt 
but.your best exertions will be made to promote 
their happiness and prosperity. As I shall be so 
soon superseded by the Governor elect, it is un- : 
necessary, to give you the assurance of my cor- 
dial co-operation. 

The Report of the Auditor of Public Accounts 
will exhibit to you the present state of the revenue. 
There appears at this time to be a deficit in the 
‘Treasury of seven thousand: nine hundred and 
thirty-one dollars, twenty-seven and a quarter 
cents, to which, if we add the probable amouffit of

claims against the State, of twelve thousand dol. 
lars,which have not beén presented in consequence 
of there being no money in the Treasury,will make: 
a deficit of nineteen thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one dollarstwenty-seven and a quarter cents, 
to which, if we add the amount of the debt duethe 
Bank of the State, on a loan, inclusive of interest, 
twenty one thousand one hundred and fifteen dol- 
lars, will make a balance against the Treasury of 
forty-one thousand ana forty-six dollars twenty- 
seven and a quarter cunts. 

It is much to be regretted that notwithstanding 
the care and vigilance of that valuable officer (the 
Auditor of Public Accounts,) we cannot, expect 
that the amount of the Assessment of Taxes for 
the present year will be adequate to the disburs- 
ment of the ensuing, and at the close of the Session 
(as has been the case for some time previous) there 
will be no money remaining in the Treasury. The 
salary officers of the State will again be reduced 
to the necessity of disposiag of their Warrants at a 
discount or'waitingthe close of the fiscal year. It is 
necessary for the honor and dignity of the State, 
that good faith be observed, and all-important that 
public credit be re-established. Mississippi, as yet, 
has done nothing towards internal improvement 
and but little towards the encouragement of educa- 
tion. In every public institution the stock of which 
is calculated to produce a revenue, (it appears to 
me) the State should be the principal concerned. 
By this policy she might in a few years have an 
overflowing Treasury, and her citizens be relieved 
from the burthens of direct taxation; such has been 
: the course of New-York, South-Carolina, and ap- 
pears at present to be the policy of Louisiana, as 
well as several other.of our sister States. But 
without funds or credit, States as well as indivi- 
duals can effect nothing. I would not wish to be 
understood that the General Assembly should lay 
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atax that would at once extinguish the public 
debt; but one that would produce a revenue some- 
thing more than adequate to the annual expendi- 

ture which would put it in the power of the State 
to borrow at a low rate, either from home or foreign 
capitalists, a sum of money the interest of which 
would not exceed her surplus revenue; I would 

therefore recommend a revision of the revenue ` 
laws, and the adoption of such a system of taxa- 
tion 4s will.in your opinions be least burthensome 
to the people. 

I have too high a regard for the pride and pa- 
triotism of our fellow-citizens for a moment to sup- 
pose they would murmur; allthey would ask to 
know, has the funds of the State been properly ap- 
plied? 

I have the pleasure to state, that the Governor 
of Alabama, has been written to in pursuauce of a 
resolution of the General Assembly, providing for 
the adjustment of the accounts between the two 
States, and that there is every reason to hope the 
Legislature of Alabama will at their present ses- 
sion enter into a corresponding arrangement to ef- 
fect that object. : 

In conformity to the several laws ofthe State, 
making appropriation ofthe three per cent. fund, 
a correspondence was entered into by the late 
Governor, with several officers of the General Go- 
vernment relative to that subject, from which it ap- 
pears there was due to the State of Mississippi, 
on the 31st day of December, 1824, the sum of 
fifteen thousand seven hundred and eighty dollars 
26--100, exclusive of the three per cent. on the a- 
mount of lands sold at the land offices at Tusca- 
loosa and Huntsville, situated in the County of 
Monroe, which together with the probable amount 
of the three per cent. on the sales of publie lands 
within the State during the year 1825, will in- 
crease that fund to something more than twenty 
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thousand dollars. It also appears that in August 
last, a draft was received by the Governor, fom, 
the Treasurer of the United States on the Banx of 
the State of Mississippi, on account of said fund, 
for fifteen thousand seven hundred and eighty dol- 
lars 26-100, which from some cause (most proba- 
ble the want of particular instructions to the Ca- 
shier,) was deposited in the Port-Gibson Branch 
Bank, to the individual credit of Walter Leake, 
I have received from his administrators, a draft 
payable to the Governor of the State, for fourteen 
thousand dollars eight and three quarter cents, 
also one thousand four hundred and forty dollars, 
17 i--100, which makes the amount.deducting inree 
hundred and forty dollars expended by the late 
Governor, in building a bridge across fourieen 
mile creek. The road from Jackson towards 
Winchester has been finished, the expenses on 
which amount to two hundred and fifty dollars.— 
'The road authorized from Bowie to Pearlington, 
has been finished and the Auditor's Warrant is- 
sued according to law, for six hundred and eighty 
eight dollars, which leave the amount of that tand, 
at the disposal of the General Assembly, fourieen - 
thousand five hundred and ten dollars 26--100. 

I would suggest the propriety of makinga pro- 
vision for appointing an agent, in future to receive 
this fund, as it accrues to the State, and depositisg 
it in the Treasury, to be drawn out upon the Au- 
ditor’s Warrant as other moneys. 

The contingent expenses of the Executive de- 
partment from the first day of January, 1825, up | 
to the present time, amount to seven hundred and 
seventy six dollars, 851--100 teaving a surplus of 
seven hundred and twenty three dollars, 143--100 
which has been paid into the Treasury. “Te vonch- 
ers are herewith submitted for the inspection of the 
General Assembly. 

Several resolutions from dillerent staies have 
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been received, proposing amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, (which are herewith 
laid before you.) The resolution from Tennessee 
on the subject of the election of a President is one 
which has excited much interest; the plan propos- 
ed appears calculated to meet the views ofthe citi- 
zens of this state, and at the same time retain the 
advantage gained by the representation of three 
fifths of the coloured population in lieu of the con- 
cession of the representation of state sovereignty in 
the Senate of the United States, which should 
never be lost sight of by the slave holding states. 

“The General Assembly at their last session pas- 
sed a law providing for the taking the Census of 
the state; the present apportionment of representa- 
tion was made in 1821; the Constitution of the 
Siate, requires a new apportionment to be made 
the present session. 

“I wouid respectfully suggest for the considera- 
tion of the General Assembly the propriety of re- 
pealing that part of the law giving fees to Justices 
of the Peace in civil-suits, and granting in lieu 
thereof exemptions from working on roads,serving 
- oü juries, &c. I am very far frum being disposed 
to cast a general reflection on this important pars 
of the community, but feel satisfied that many seek 
the office for its profits, and instead of being con-' 
servators they become disturbers of the peace of 
the neighbourhood, and cause the office to be con- 
temned by those best calculated to grace its the 
poorer class of our citizens are the persons expos- 
ed to their rapacity and should be protected; also I 
cannot help thinking it incompatible with justice 
that the officer trying the cause should be interest- 
ed; as must be the case between insolvent plaintiffs 
and solvent defendants; by making the office honor- 
able it will be more generally sought after. The . 
state has a right to require the services of her citi- 
zens, and should you be of opinion that the ex-

emption from other duties is not a sufficient induce- 
ment to fill the office, I see no reason why the 
County Court should not be vested with power to 
make. the selection and the law impose a penalty 
on such persons as may refuse to accept the ap- 
pointment. 

The most valuable body of lands in the State 
and capable of sustaining a dense population is 
still in possession of the Indians; the longer they 
remain with our limits the more devoted they 
will become to the soil; consequently the more dif- 
ficult to be removed. For the United States to suf- 
fer them to continue, without an effort to extin- 
guish their title is deprivingrus of that territory we 
had a right to expect when we were admitted into 
the Union. These lands if purchased would add 
much to the population and wealth of the State. T 
would recommend that this subject together with 
a scale of reduction of the price of such public 
lands, (according to the number of years,) as have 
been offered and not sold, be pressed upon Con- 
gress. Population to a state is not only strength 
but wealth. This system would induce a vast num- 
ber of honest but poor families to remain with us, 
who at present seek the protection of another go- 
. verument from the liberal inducements that are held 
out. 

Fellow-Citizens, I shall close my remarks, hop- 
ing that harmony may attend your deliberations; 
that HE who rules over the Universe and guides 
the destinies of man, may prosper your exertions 
to promote the interests ofthe State.

INAUGULAR. ADDRESS. 


Fellow- Citizens of the Senate, 
and of the House of Representatives: 

L appear before you to come under the solemn 
obligations, prescribed by the Constitution and the 
Laws, for the faithful performance of the duties of 
the office of Governor, to which I have had the 
honor of being chosen, by the people of the State. 
Tt will not be expected from me that I should ad- 
vert to the past operations of the government, oF 
recommend to your consideration any specific ob- 
jects requiring legislative interposition. In truth 
{ could add nothing to the very able, and perspicue 
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‘this desirable object. Jam aware, from obvious - 


causes of the difficulties to be encountered in the 
establishment of a general system adequate to the 
purposes I have stated. In certain sections of the 
country where the population is tolerably dense, 
free schools might probably be instituted with :..1- 
vantage to the inhabitants; but in a great portion 
of the State, we could not at present promise our- 
selves a fair prospect of success from the experi- 


ment. The time however has arrived when our 


thoughts should be turned to this all important 
subject. I have deemed it therefore my duty to 
bring it to the view of the representatives of the 
the Gene- 
ral Government.for ihe purposes of Literature, 
will, it is hoped, at no distant period, prove highly 
advantageous to the youth of our country, by enab- 
liug us to establish such Seminaries as will do 
away the necessity of sending them from home, to 


obtain a knowledge of the higher branches of Sci- . 
ence and learning. 


The laudable spirit that is prevalent in many of 


‘ our Sister States, to augment their comfort and 
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happiness by internal improvements, is worthy of 
our emulation. In no section of the United States 
could greater advantages be derived from a well 
digested system than in this. Our rivers, which 
are numerous, could be rendered navigable for a 
great part ofthe year, at comparatively an incon- 
siderable expense; any system however that may 
be adopted,to be satisfactory and in truth to be suc- 
cessful, should be general in its provisions, so as 
to extend the benefits resulting from it throughout 
the State.

entlemen, in co-operating with you in these great 
objects of Education and Internal Improvement. 
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a Nation, we have advanced in character and 
strength with an acceleration that astonishes the 
world. Nor is it the United States alone, that 
have been benefited by their successful efforts to 
establish a government founded upon the will of 
the people, the only legitimate source from whence 
power can be drawn. 

South America, and almost every state in Eu- 
rope have felt the influence of this practical illus- 
tration of self-government. The condition of the 
great body of the people in many instances, have 
been so far ameliorated from positive despotism as 


to be secure in the rights and privileges essential 
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tothe enjoyment oftheir existence, and so long 
as our free institutions shall be administered, in 
the spirit in which they were adopted, they will 
continue to shed their beneficent lights upon man- 
kind, until civil, political and religious liberty, 
shall be fostered in every quarter of the Globe. 

For the pre-eminent blessings with which our 
country has been thus favoured, our ardent and 
devout thanks are due to the Supreme Ruler of 
the Universe, and our constant supplications 
should be offered up for a continuance of his om- 
nipotent protection.

Reported, ** That under the constitution and laws of our 
country. the right of property in slaves, ts as sacred pet 
violable, as that of any other species of personal erty 
whatever—Howerer great, may be the gatioual evil of »la- 
very, and however mech, we may regret it, circumstances 
over which we coyld have no control, have rendered it inevi- 
table, and places it without tbe pale of Legislative authority. 
We therefore, cannot concur in any arrangement for their 
emancipation, by any Legislative enactment, without violat- 
ing the constitutional rights of our citizens. Any interfer 
ence in cur owp internal concerns, tpon subjects of this kind, 
is only calculated to engender feelings of prejudice, which 
if fostered (hy the combined efforts of the non-slave holding 
States,) in persevering in their efforts, may eventually pro- 
duce consequences deplorable to society, and tend to weaken 
“that bend of Union and fellowship, which should exist be- 
nureen all the members of the same confederacy. Your com- 
mittee conceive, also, that apy measures which might be ta- 
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ken by other States, to. ameliorate’ the condition of the. 
slave, would tend rather to aggravate thay relieve his misfor- 

wnes. By a gradual emancipation, te hopes and prospects 

of those who remain in slavery, would beso far excited, as 

te create a spirit of discontent, aud of inserrection, which. 
might not only indanger the inigresis, buf the personal safety 

aud lives of our citizens—-and it is tbemefore, with serious. 
apprehensions for our peace and safaty, that your committee 

witmess the combined efforts of several of the non-slave hold- 

ing States, in their behalf ; by. holding out the semblance of 
aid and prospect of freedom, they might be easily stimula- 

ted to rebellion, and our citizens might fall victims to a poli- 

Gy, against the exercise of which they protest, and in whick 

policy they are determined notto participate. 

- We, therefore, most sincerely deprecate, and will continue 
Graty to resist all interference, onthe part of other States. - 
The Soutbern.States.who suffer, and are compelled, from cir- 
eumstanses to endure the evil, ought to be the best judges o£ 
the remedy ; and so soonas they. can concur in any expedi- 
ent for their relief, it will be time enough to adopt it. This, 
Btate, in the language of Georgia, ** claims the right with her, 
Southern sisters, whose situation is similar, of moving this 
question, whenan enlarged system of benevolent and phi- 
lanthropic exertions, in consistency with her right and inter 
, &sie shall render it practicable.

Gentlemen—By an act of, the General Assembly, entitled 
** An act, to provide for the leasing of the Seminary Lands,” 
passed 29th January, 1825, it is made the duty of the Auditor 
of Public Accounts, to lease the lands belonging to this State 
for Seminaries of. Learning. He having performed said du- 
ties, feels it incumbent on him to report the same, (viz :) 

Leased of the unimproved part of said lands, 320 86-100 
acres, of the part of said lands as bave been improved since 
the Choctaw cession, 1409 47—100 acres, making an aggre 
gate of 1730 33-100 acres, which will leave at the expirg- 
tion of said leases 432 58 1-4-100 acres in a state of cul 
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vation, with the necessary dwelling and out houses, which 
insares the lease of those lands on advantageous terms, and 
of that part; of said lands embracing improvements made 
prior to the cession 1769 35-100 acres, which leased for the 
term of three years, for $1589. In leasing said lands it was 
necessary to enable the Auditor to act according to law, to 
employ «suitable person to retrace the lines and report the 
same; he accordingly employed Stephen Holt, esq. of this 
county to do jhe same; he was necessarily employed in ihe 
performance thereof eight days, with self and horse, for 
which he charges five dollars per day, making forty dollars; 
it was also necessary toobtain from the Register's Office, a 
máp of said lands, tor which he charges five dollars. The 
game is submitted for allowance. I would remark, that in 
leasing those land to the highest bidder, the law stipulated no 
time of payment, in which case the Auditor in the exercise of

In the House of Representatives—Jan. 13, 1826. 

The committee of Ways and Means, to whom was referred 
the Governor's Message, upon the subject of the Revenue, anc 
sundry Resolutions upon the game subject, beg leave, re- 

sspectíully. te REPORT— 

That, in the performance of the duties confided to thei? 
hands, they have been actuated by motives of peculiar in- 
terest, not only to themselves, but to the people of this state. 
They find. that the state has, laboured under very seriou? 
pecuniary embarrassments‘for several years past; with an in- 

~creasing public debt, without the means of its extinguish- 
ment at the present rate of taxation—tozether with an annua? 
deficit in the Treasury to a considerable amount; which 
leaves the state with an empty Treasury from March till 
January, in every year past. Such a state of things demands 
the sericus attention of the committee, as part of the Repre- 
sentatives of the people. To the Legislature the people look'up 
to at this partigar session, not only as the guardian of their 
rights, but to provide the means under the constituticn, by 
which the government may prosper—and the state, realize 
from the harmonious co-operation of both branches of the 
legislature, a bétter condition of things. To provide the 
means for the prompt execution of the laws, in the protection 
we extend to the Judiciary department, by a prompt pay- 
ment of salaries—which will prevent Judges from making a 
sacrifice of their drafts on the Treasury at a great discount; 
and: which, for want of funds in thestate Treasury, the 
Judges have been compelled to do, for several years past. 
Means are provided in all countries for the payment of prompt 
and liberal salaries te Judges, in order to raise them above 
the reach of want, and exalt them beyond the reach of temp- 
tation. It must be a matter of deep concern to the people. to 
know, that such a state of things exists, not only with that 
department, to whom is confided the laborious duty of ad- 
ministering the laws, but exists with every other department 
of the government, down to the individual creditor, who holda 
a certificate of the state's indebtedness. Situated as we are 
in the Valley of the Mississippi, with an extensive domain, 
(and one greater still fo be acquired) within the reach of emi- 
gration, daily increasing—within the limits of which, pope- 
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lation and wealth must paturally flow, in a rapid current, in 
a few years, we have nothing to excuse ourselves in deferring 
s an evil day""---in shifting responsibility from ourselves--up- 
on a succeeding legislature---and. by a policy calculated to 
depress public prosperity, in. not providing at this session, 
for the payment of our debts - in not providing a system cal- 
culated in a few years, to raise the credit of the state abroad 
and at home—to extinguish the public debt—pay our public 
officers promptly, and have a surplus fund left, to suit any 
pressing demand, which any future exigency may call for—. 
either in the defence of the country~ the construction of roads 
and bridges-—the improvement of our navigable streams—-the 
support of education, and the erection of public edifices te 
.suit the convenience of legislation The committee are of 
opinion, that no state can flourish, unless there is a regular 
administration of justice. They deem it important to state, 
that the mode of confining the collection of public revenue, 
derived from the fines and forfeitures, is highly exceptiona- 
ble. Thé state is vitally interested in the prompt collection 
of money due the state in the hands of public officers. In- 
stances have happened, of suits against defaulting tax collec- 
tors and clerks, continuing two or three years undecided by . 
the courts. Sheriffs and clerks, who have the collection of the 
fines and-forfeitures, are in the habit of keeping large amounts. 
in their hands for years, unaccouuted for. Six or seven thou- 
sand dollars has been known to have been retained by one 
officer alone. Such wilful breaches of public duty—such a _ 
want of responsibility and honesty in mgn, to whom the law 
confides the collection of money, calls for some important 
change in the collection of public moneys. They recom- 
mend, that ah persons , without distinction, whom an asses- 
sor or colleetor may have reason to suspect, detains public 
money in his hands, be required, on oath, to return the same 
as other taxes, and to be collected in the same manner. 
The committee are of opinion, that the office of assessor 
and collector, should be divided in certain counties—some 
check should be placed over the collector—and they 
deem the two offices incompatible. This course will placea 
necessary and useful restraint over tax collectors in the weal- 
thy counties, and will tend to bring a much larger amount of 
revenue to the state— not oaly by the vigilance exercised 
by the assessor, but in the reduction of the percentage here- 
allowed to the.assesser aud collector; as the duties of 
eagh will be much less to perform, by requiting the inhabi- 
tants to attend in their respective beats to pay their taxes. 
The attendance of two respectable frecholders im each beat, 
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to examine ‘the aszessor's list, will operate at a useful check 
over that officer --and will deter individuals from returning 
false or improper lists of their taxable property. 

The committee are weil aware, that a better system might 
be adopted, than the one recommended by the bill berore 
the House. Different systems of taxation have been exam- 
ined and analyzed, but they dislike to recommend an entire 
mew system at this late period of the sesíion, well aware, 
that when any system is to be adopted, of which the people 
have to bear the burden, it is essential, fully, to ma- 
ture and understand fhat system. They are convinced 
that the present mode o” cla:sincation of laws, seems to be 
unequal and excepiionalle ina great degree. The first and 
second class, is rated too low— tbe 4th class is rated too 
high. Some equal and gencrul sysiem cf classification should 
be adupted. better calceuia!ed to produce a greater revenue, 
cna more equal footing. An advalorem tax. with a muck 
less per cent. (han now imposed) would be much the most 
3ust and equal tax—ould place every man's estate on am 
equal footing, to be taxed according to the respective value 
of each person's estate. “Thos sy stern weuld bring within the 
pale of taxation, all subject: not now included by any system 
yet adopted in this state. Bat the committee are nut pre- 
pared to recommen! a system ot this kind. or to advocate its 
adoption at tbis session. These views are presented to elicit 
incuiry upon ibis subject, that it may be fairly investigated, 
and the wishes of the people cunzutted by the nest session. 

The committee are cf opinion. that to provide the means 
of extinguishing the public debt. andto provide for the pay- 
ment of claims against the State, an addition of five per cent. 
on the present rates faxaticn be imposed.—This is supposed 
to bring an additional increase of revenue to the State, of

use, the second section of the act, provides, that the 
Judge of the fourth Judicial District, shall be required to re- 
ceive one half bis salary in notes of the Bank of Mobile; this 
provision, in my opinion, is in contravention to the 2d section 
of the 5th article of the Coustitution It declares, that the 
Judges shall receive icr their services, 2 compensation. which 
shall be fixed by law, and shall not he diminished during their 
continuance in ofice—whether the proposed arrangement 
would, or would nct, cccasion any loss to the present incum- 
bent, is wholly immaterial in relation to the Constitutional 
question. A principle is adopted by the provision, which 
Sanctions a right in the Legislature. to compel the Judges 
1o receive the Bank notes of any State, and consequeutly, 
the right thereby to diminish their compensation—For it is 3. 
fact of general notcriety, that the Bank notes of many of» the 
States, (1 mean specie paying Banks.) are of far less value 
in this State, than either the notes of cur own Bank or Gold 
and Silver 2ndly, Becsuse, that the said section provides, 
that the members of the General A-sembly, from certain coun- 
ties, shall be required to receive their compensation. in the 
notes of the said Banks of Mobile. Ht is to me evident, 
that any law fixing the compensation of the members of the. 
Legislature, must be equal in ‘ts operation—It could not con- 
stitutionally declare, that members of the same body, from cer- 
tain counties, should receise Bark notes, while others would 
be entitled to receive the specie, at the Treasury. The sec- 
tion of the Constitution which relates to the compensation of 
members of the Legislature, 1 conceive tolerates no such dis- 
tinction. The same principle is involved in this provision, 
which is stated in my first objection. 

To the first and third sections, I see no constitutional ob- 
jection. By the existing laws, all the collectors are author-

Sir: Having received per yesterday’s mail, a return of the 
Census of Wilkinson county, I bave the honor to hand you 
herewith, an abstract of the same. 

I would here remark, that the Census return for the county 
of Lawrence, was made in a different manner from that adop- 
ted by the Assessors generally, of which I was not apprised 
at the time of making out the consolidated statement laid be- 
fore the House. . 

The difference consists in this:—The two first columns in 
the said statement, embrace the taxable inhabitants, from 
whence they are taken, and carried on to the fourth column, 
headed “‘taxable inhabitants;" but in the return from Law- 
rence, the taxable inhabitants are not included in the columns 
headed males and females, but are kept separate and dis- 
tinct, and placed in the fourth, and constitute no part of the 
two first columns.— Therefore, upon the general plan adopt- 
ed by the assessors, the total of males and females in the 
county of Lawrence, will be three thousand six hundred and 
fifty-eight; and not as reported in the former statement, three 
thousand and thirteen.

Since the com- 

mencement of our duties, two of our Board have died; which, 

together with other circumstances, has frequently deprived 

us of the advantage of a quorum; consequently we have Ja- 

bored under much diffieulty; but have, to the best of our abil. 

ities, discharged the duties attached to the trust reposed in. 
us;—and we can state with much assurance, that the im- 

provement will be found of great utility to the state; and ina 

special manner to that section in the immediate vicinity of the 

river. 

In the close of our duties, we deem it indispensable to 
transmit to your body, the several receipts for the different 
payments; and to shew in what manner we had disposed of 
the appropriations made by the Legislature of this state, for 
that purpose.

general observation, that labor constitutes the wealt of a na- 
tion. Labor produces whatever is valuable in commerce, cr 
useful in domestic life.—By it is produced every thing which 
ministers to the wants, or feeds the luxurious appetites of man. 
The domestic operations of society —their social and com- 
mercial intercourse, as it regards a system of political econo- 
my, is employed about the production of materials in their 
native state.—ihe working up of these into various ferms and 
fabricks, Bt for consumption, and the purposes of traffick; or 
their trasportation, manufactured or raw, to the places where 
they are finally wanted. A large proportion of tbe produc- 
tive labor of a country, istherefore employed in the transpor- 
tation, wbich would otherwise be emploved to greater advan- 
tage, in the production of the article itself. The quantum of 
labor, thus exhausted, forms a heavy tax upon the wealth and 
capital of a state: — l'heretore, ima country like ours, whose 
boundaries are extensive; embracing almost every description 
cî soil; fited for the growth of a great variety of prodacts; and 
susceptible, in many places, of a dense population; tbe means 
of transportation and free intercourse among the inhabitants, 
are objects of primary importance, and should early receive 
the fostering care of the state, which alone can supply the ne- 
cessary funds, and produce that concentration of action, which 
is essential to effectuate great and national objects. The 
utility of artificial roads and canals, has been too thoroughly 
tested, to need much illustration. It is obvious, that when- 
ever the annual expense of transportatian over a certain route, 
in its natural or unimproved state, exceeds the annual ex- 
pense of carriage over the same, when improved, added to 
the interest of the sum vested for its improvement, that there 
is a clear saving to the people the full amount of such excess. 
The adoption of such a plan as would be the ultimate object 
si the establishment ofa board of commissioners, would have 
adirect beneficial influence upon the great agricultural inter- 
ests of the state. Many product which are remote from the
